Prenatal 
care rises 
injdaho 

Advocates hope trend ■ 
continues, even.if state 
alters Medicaid system

BOISE - The percentage of women 
who rcccivc'adequatc prenatal care is 
steadily inacosing in Idaho and in mudi 
of the Magic Valley. 

And advocates hope women can con- 
tinue to get this care,, even if the state 
tightens up the Medicaid system. 

Statewide, the percentages of women 
w*ithout adequate prenatal care dropped 
a few points from 1993 to 1995, accord- 
ing to the Kids Count Data Bool^ now in 
its third year. The study, released 
Friday, tvas coordinated by the private, 
non-profit Mountain States Group Inc., 
and was presented to legislators. 

The improving numl^rs on prenatal 
care can be traced to an expansion of the 
Medicaid services available to pregnant 
women, said project director Helen 
Stroebcl, project director for the Kids 
■ Count program. 

“It made prenatal care at least finan- 
cially accessible to some women,” 
Strocbel said. 

In Idaho, the number of women who 
sought coverage .under Medicaid’s 
Pregnant Women and Children program 
jumped from 1,000 in 1989 to 2-1,000 in 
1995. That corresponded to an increase 
in women receiving prenatal care, a drop 
in the infant mort^ty rate, fewer devel- 
opmental delays, and a reduced need for 
special education in the early years of 
public school, Strocbel said. 

In Idaho, 173 percent of mothers did 
not receive adequate medical care in 
1995, down from 29.1 percent in 1993, 
according to the study. 

In the Magic Valley, the percentage 
improved in Twin Fall^ Blaine, Camas, 
Elmore, Gooding, Jerome and Lincoln 
counties, but it worsened in Cassia and 
-Minidoka counties. 

In most Ma^c Valley counties, the per- 
centage of women receiving adequate 
prenatal care still lagged behind state 
averages. ■’ 

Meanwhile, proposed changes in the 
Medicaid program could make it fiarder 
for women to qualify for care.

BOISE — Even after becoming a lawyer and 
then a magistrate, Linda Copple Trout never 
dreamed about being on the Idaho Supreme 
Court — much less running the place. 

“I didn’t even think it was a possibility. It 
was an ^clurivc group and it seemed to draw 
v<^, vciy qualiflcd people," she said. “I guess 
I just didn’t have the confidence in myself 
“early on to think" ihafTmlght be selected for ■ 
such a position.” 

But Ihcn-Gov. Cedi Andrus made thcn-2nd 
District Judge -Trout Idaho’s first female jus- 
tice on Sept. 1, 1992 — her 41st birthday — 
and on Feb. 1 the court’s youngest member 
becomes. the first.vroman.to.lcad the state’s 
entire judidol system. 

As she prepares to move down the hall from 


her relatively small office to the expansive 
chief justice suite on the second floor of the 
Supreme Court building, a dearly "self-assured 
Trout has no grand strategy for change. She 
likes the way things have been done by outgo- 
ing Chief Justice Charles McDevitt, who is 
retiring from the court Sepc. l! 

Trout, 45, sees tlie differences between her- 
self and the 65-ycar-old McDevitt — a magiste- 
. rial-Iooking.formcr legislator whose term as 
diicf has been marked by tension ^tween the 
courts and legislators — as more a matter of 
style than substance. “I don’t want what 1 say 
to sound critical because I think he's done a 
fine job, but in terms of our personal style I am 
probably more approachable,” Trout said.

the years, more than 90,000 New 
Yorkers have been diagnosed 
with AIDS. 

The number of cases reported 
annually is alxiut four times higli- 
er than in Los Angeles, the city 
with the second hipest figures. 

AIDS is New York’s third lead- 
ing cause of death. Indeed, 
among people age 25 to 44, it is 
the top killer. 

Nationally, data show that the 
number of AIDS deaths leveled 
off for the first lime in 1 99S.

Mrs. Graham's “Personal 
History'' is filled with Big People 
drawn to human scale — presi- 
dents, celebrities, noted journal- 
ists, even herself in the role of 
Washington Post Co. chieftain. 

References to her as the “most 
powerful woman in America,”

some kind of weight-lifter or 
body-builder."

There's Lyndon Johnson, lash- 
ing out at the press and com- 
plaining, “The only, difference 
benveen the Kennedy assassina- 
tion and mine is that I am alive 
and it has been more tomious." 

There's Bobby Kennedy, berat- 
ing Mrs. Graham for a Post arti- 
cle on Jackie Kennedy and

Setting a faithful pace

KIMBERLY - A hush comes into the 
church sanctuary as two young boys, 
robed in white, walk slowly down the 
center aisle. They show their reverence 
toward God by their manneirs and quiet 
behavior. 

Called acolytes, or servers, Tom 
Bloxham and Ian Laird say they consid- ^ 
cr their part in the Sunday worship a 
privilege and on important duty. They 
serve as acolytes at the Redeemer 
Lutheran Church in Kimberly. 

Making a 20-yard run to catch a foot- 
ball, tossing a basketball toward the 
hoop, and throvring snowballs arc nor- 
mal activities left behind as young lads 
“set the pace" for people who come to 
worship God. 

Approaching the communion rail, the 
acol^cs arc carrying long poles with 
candlclightcrs. They bow from the 
waist, then proceed to the altar. There is 
a bronze cross, and two cindlcs stand in 
bronze holders. Slowly, the acolyte on 
the right lowers his candlclightcr over 
the candle on the right, a symbolic tradi- 
tion of his church. 

The front of the church sanctuary 
faces east, with the ri^C side on the 
south, s>*mbolizing the warm side and 
the warmth of the love of Christ, 
explained the Rev. Harold Bauder, 
Redeemer Lutheran pastor. 

The candle on the left is then lit, and 
the boj's turn, return to the front of the 
communion raH, face the front and fev- 
crcntly bow before being seated at the 
. front of the sanctuary. 

At the dose of the worship service, 
the acolytes extinguish the candles in 
reverse order and proceed down the 
aisle ahead of the minister. 

These acolytes arc trained during a 
two-year confirmation class. At 
Redeemer Lutheran, both boys and girls * 
can assume the duties of acolyte, with

no age limit. The servers arc normally in 
the seventh and eighth grades. 

“Wc have no di^plinc problems vvith 
these young people, and their parents 
are very supportive," Bauder said. 
“They know the importance of what 
their children arc t^g.” 

A number of religious denominations 
use acolytes during worship services. 


At St. Jerome’s Catholic Church in 
Jerome, 12-year-oId Brian May is a vet- 
eran acolyte, called a “server" in 
Catholic churches. When he was in the 
fourth grade he was asked if he wanted 
to serve. His answer? *T_said sure right 
away."

Area pastors agree, release statement 
endorsing ‘Marriage Preparedness’

RUPERT - the Rev. LG. Mietzner, 
spokesman for the" Mini-Cassia 
Ministerial Assodaiion, has announced 
that a number of area pastors have 
reached on agreement in regard to a 
Marriage Prejnredness Statement. 

This is the statement: 

Our conocm os ministers is to foster 
lasting marital unions under God and 
establish successful spiritual families. 
Most marriages arc performed under 
the auspices of churches and wc arc 
troubled by the high divorce rate. Our 
concern is to radically reduce the 
divorce rate among those married in our 
area churches. 

Pastors have the responsibility to 
raise the quality of commitment in those 
many.' We believe coupliis who seri- 
ously participate in premarital testing 
and preparation will have a better 
understanding of what the marriage 
covenant involves. Wc feel it is our 
responsibility to encourage couples to 
set osde time for marriage prep^don. 
\Vc acknowledge that a lading is but a 
day while a marriage is for a lifetime. 

Wc also believe the church has an 


cn existing marriages and to save 
deeply troubled ones. With this in mind, 
members of the Ministerial Association 
urge couples contemplating marriage to 
be aware of the following Qcrgy expec- 
tations, encouragement and commit- 
ments: 

1. Wc encourage a minimum of five 
marriage preparation sessions with two 
devoted to the use of a premarital inven- 
tory and others on Scripture, finances, 
sexuality, communication and conflict 
resolution. (The number of sessions may 
vary.) 

2. Wc encourage a minimum of four 
months marriage preparation between 
first contact with the church and the 
wedding. (Number of months may vary 
according to tdicumstances.) 

■ 3. Wc encourage and expect engaged 
couples to faithfully attend worship dur- 
ing (be marriage prep^tion period in 
. the church where they arc to be mar- 
ried. 

4. Wc cncouiagc mature married cou- 
ples to serve as mentors to work with 
seriously dating, engaged and newlywed 
couples on a couplc-to-couplc basis. ' 

. 5. Wc encourage attendance at a 
Marriage Preparation Seminar to help 
engaged couples improve their commu-

7. Each Clergy person, congregation, 
or denomination may have require- 
ments in addition to those included in 
this covenant.

Walden spent Friday on the 
' witness stand. Attorneys from 
both sides arc to present their 
closing arguments this morning, 
and the jury could begin delibcr-' 
ations this ^tefnoon.

BOISE (AP) — The'campaigrt 
finance reform package that Gov. 
Pliil Batt promised to promote in 
his State of the State address 
three weeks ago has finally been 
introduced. 

But there was little doubt that 
the key pieces of his proposal 
faced an uncertain, and .more 
likely dim, future as the State 
Affairs Committee set the stage 
on Friday for full scale hearings 
on the issue.

No Icgislanan has been offered 
to rcstrin contributions to groups 
supporting or opposing ballot 
proposidons. Courts have consis-

Batt has also called for some ' 
kind of restriction on the Initia- 
tive process — specifically cit- 
ing what he called the unseem- 
ly practice of using paid peti- 
tion circulators.

Compromise minimum wage bill 
introduceid; tip eredit an issue 


BOISE (AP) — The first 
attempt to And a compromise o 


increasing Idaho's minimum 
wage has been introduced in the 
state Senate. 

State Affairs Chairman John 
Hansen, R-Idaho Falls, submitted 
-the bill on Friday with a dp credit 
provision he said could generate 
the support needed for approval. 

Bui Senate President Tem 
Jerry Twiggs said he knows of 
half dozen other approaches to 
the minimum wage issue dirulat- 
ing through the Capitol. 

“I woiJd tender this a compro- 
mise between several podrions," 
Hansen replied. 

Like the other two bills already 
introduced, Hansen’s proposal 
raises the current minimum wage 
of 5425 an hour to 54.75 on April 


1 and 55.15 on Sept. 1. It also 
includes a training wage of 5425 
an hour for workers under 20 
years old for their Grst 90 days on 
the job. 

But unlike those other, two bills 
that raise the minimum wage for 
ripped employees from 53.19 cur- 
rently to $^25, Hansen’s bill sets 
the so-called tip credit — the 
amount the wage can be dis- 
counted in considciarion of addi- 
tional income from rips — at 33 
percent. That would keep the 
minimum wage for tipped 
employees like waiters and wait- 
resses at 53.19 initially and raise 
to 53.45 on Sept. 1. 

Idaho's tipped employee mini- 
mum has over a dollar high- 
er than the federal minimum for 
six years. 


The new federal minimum 
wage, which took effect last 
Octobiu*, leaves the minimum for 
tipped employees at 52.13 an 
hour unless employees do not col- 
lect enough tips to raise their 
hourly rate to 54.75.

LAS VEGAS (AP)— Nevada 
officials say they will sue the 
Energy Department if it revises 
the guidelines for placing a 
nuclear waste dump at Yucca 
Mountain. 

The warning came at a hearing 
in which the DOE outlined pro- 
posed changes in selection of a site 
to store radioactive waste-from the 
nation's nuclear power plants. 

State Attorney • General 
Frankie Sue Del Papa and Bob 
Loux, chief of the state Nuclear 
Projects Agency, threatened the- 
lawsuit at the hearing Thursday. 

The DOE wants to change the 
rules governing suitability of 
Yucca Mountain to ‘store 77,(X)0 
tons of nuclear waste for more 
than 10,000 yeois. Instead of using 
the mountain’s natural ability to 
contain the waste, the DOE now 
wonts to base the suitability, in 
part, on how barricis design^ to 
prevent mdioacrive matcri^ from 
esaping will work in concert with 
the mountain’s natural features. 

Yucca Mountain, 100 miles 
northwest of Las Vegas, is the 
only site being studied os a possi- 
ble repository.

The 20th century has b^cn traumatic 
enough, and the impending 21st evokes a 
host of new anxieties: Will the world 
end? Will Sodal Security survive? Will 
20ih Century Fox change its name? 

To a number of Americans, the last 
question is a meaningful one, indeed. All 
of us face identity crises as time marches 
on. At least we don’t have to change our 
names. 

But 20th Century Fox? On Jan. 1, 2001, 
the venerable entertainment giant will 
be 86 years old, a terrible time to be sad- 
dled with a moniker that’s a cenmry out 
of date. What’s a huge corporation to do? 

Or, for that.mattcr, what about all 
those small businesses, stores, clubs, 
magazines and civic organizations all 
over the country facing the same pro^ 
lem? 

At the Twentieth Century Club of 
Pittsburgh, for instance, directors of the 
103-year-old women’s organization have 
been debating the future name of their 
dub for four years. 

In New York City the direaors of the 
Twentieth Centuty Fund have fretted for 
some time over the possibility that the 
philanthropic organization mi^t end up 
with a fuzzy image in the early years of 
the 21st century. 

In Kansas City, where everything was 
up-to-date, as the song goes, Barry 
Glosberg, owner of 20th Century Travel, 
is worried that his Missouri agency might 
be^ to seem a bit old-fashioned in the 
first decade of the 21st century. Not 
exactly horse-and-buggy, mind you, but

not-quire-with-ii. 

In Henderson, Texas, Twentieth 
Century Hair Designs opened its doors 
21 years ago. Living in a small town 
about 150 miles from Dallas, owner Basil 
Hill never xvorried about (he name of his 
beauty salon and barbershop. It is, after 
all, a sort of old-fashioned business. 

“But Pve thought about it from time to 
time,” he said recently. "Pm not sure the 
old name xvould ever be a problem, 
except if we did a lot of advertising.” 
Still, now he’s entertaining the idea of 
something new for the coming century. 
Something non-chronologic, he said, 
“like Hair Art or something." 

It was the 20th century that gave us 
the automobile and the motor inn, but at 
the Twentieth Century Motel in West 
Memphis, Ark., owner Pat Patel isn’t nos- 
talgic about the name. And he thinks the 
phrase “21st century” has no zing at all. 

Patel isn’t quite sure if a new name on 
the marquee would make a difference 
anyway in this small town of 30,000 
about 130 miles from Little Rock. 
Cenainly the president has never visited. 
But after 10 years in business, he feels an 
obscure obligation to come up with a new 
name for the hostelry. “It’ll be a new cen- 
tury, won’t it?" Patel wondered Moud in 
a phone interview. 

All these 20th century archetypes com- 
prise a Ic^on of shock troops on the cut- 
ting edge of the new calendar. They’re 
part of a rosier of more than 120 business- 
es and organizations listed in a national 


computerized phone directory that have 
lived comfortably for years, even 
decades, with the current century as a 
familiar part of their business identity. 

It’s not surprising that some don’t want 
to give up their name. It’s been a centu- 
ry, after all, that produced movies and 
tclcviaon and instant communication, as 
well as two world wars.

So'in Hollywood 20th Century Fox is 
planning no name-change, says Jeff 
Godsick, a West Coast spokesman for die 
entertainment gianL The company, now 
a division of billionaire Rupert 
Murdoch’s media empire, was a pioneer 
in the film business. & the name still 
“a great heritage,” Godsick said. 

But let’s not get too sentimental. The 
Wall Street Journal recently noted tliat 
Fox also has filed an application with the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, 
declaring its intent to use the name “21st 
Century Fox.” Perhaps as a way of keep- 
ing some wise guy from stealing the 


name, lawyers say. 

There are many oUiers who seem even 
more eager to hold onto the old century. 
Allen Clough, who founded 20di Cenmry 
Chimney Siveep 15 years ago, deans about 
500 chimneys a year in the villages and 
towns of eastern Kansas, around 
Lawrence, the state’s biggest college town. 

“I really hadn’t given it much thouglit, 
but in the last year customers have start- 
ed asking xvhat we were going to do 
about the name. My wife and I talked 
about it, and since so many people know 
us, xve think xve’ll leave it the way it is. 
Maybe we’ll put 'Experience Counts' in 
our ads.” 

l^rry Acunto, who runs 20th Century 
Guitar, a national magazine based in 
Hauppauge, N.Y., is also sticking with 
the old century. Acunto and liis brother 
James scaned the magazine .seven years 
ago, catering to aficionados in the world 
of collectible guitars, like the Jimi 
Hendrix strummer that once was auc- 
tioned off for 5320,000. "We write about 
20ih century instruments made from the 
World War I years through the ISGOs,” 
Larry Acunto said, "so the name works 
for us and probably will, all the way into 
the 21st century.” 

The vintage Twentieth Century 
Bowling Alley, 10 lanes wide and full of 
history and ice cream, is located in Hyde 
Park,, Mass., a Boston suburb. The old 
neighborhood place is not likely to 
update its name, said Ron Covitz, xvhosc 
father, a returning veteran of World War 


n. opened the business in 1952. 

“It’s really sort of a historic place," 
Covitz said. ”We make our own ice 
cream, and it’s been named best in 
Boston two years in a row. So people 
come here to celebrate birthdays and eat 
ice cream as well as bowl.” 

Politicians also show up to make a 
pitch during election seasons, such as 
Ted Kennedy and Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, Covitz said, since the place has a 
large clientele of older bowler voters to 
go along with the old-fashioned decor. 
“It’s given the place a sense of 20th cen- 
tury history," Covitz said. 

But many businesses are devising new 
strategies as the next millennium doses ia 
Kansas City’s 20th Century Travel, for 
in-stance, is planning to run a rcnamc-that- 
agency contest and give a free auise to the 
winner. OwTier Barry Glasberg doubts “21st 
Century” will be one of the contenders: 
‘Too much of a mouthful," he said. 

Pittsburgh’s Twentieth Century Club 
starred to discuss the millennium issue in 
1993. “People are very divided over 
changing the name, so a decision is tough 
to come by,” says a dub spokcsxvoman. 
“Some members want to retain the his- 
toric name. Others want to move on to the 
new millennium. ... So we’ll probably have 
to wait until a new board of direaors is 
clcacd in 1999. They’ll have to dedde.” 
It’s hard to predict what will happen. 
After all, the women who founded the 
club in 1894, to encourage women to 
seek a better education, looked ahead six 
years to the new century. “We surely 
were forward-looking then,” the club 
spokesivoman said.

Unfortunately for South, dum- 
my’s heart 10 lost to Easi’s queen, 
and South was left mth only one 
entry to dummy. He could no 

- longer manage two diamond -Ti-- 
ncsscs and could no longer win 
nine tricks. 

How-does-Soulh-overcome- 

East's possession of the heart 
queen? Instead of leading his tow 
heart to dummy's 10 at trick two. 
South should lead htsjack. If it 
loses to the queen, he now has 
two heart entries to dummy to 
pick up three diamond tricks and 
his nine winners. 

If West could cover the heart 
jack, dummy would still have two 
entries (the ace and 10), and two 
diamond finesses would have net- 
ted an ovcrtrick. 

What if Cost makes a shrewd 

- duck of South's heart-jack? East* 
beats the game if South greedily 
leads another heart to dummy’s 
10. However, if he suppresses his 
greed, he starts diamonds from 
his own hand. He scores two dia- 
monds instead of three, but he 
still escapes with nine winners.
